Viet, Phaa Ba Truc, Ton That Tung, Nguyen Hoal Than, Phan Van Hanh, Nguyen 
anh Hong. This delegation arrived in Peiping on 23 duly. It may be 
noticed that several of these names appear in the text of this report.
